" Recalled Events of Old. 

“I enjoyed listening to them recall- 
ing olf days-in Springfield,” said Mr. 
Glessner. “ Mr Leiter asked about this 
one and that one upon whom he had 
waited as a clerk and the governor 
was amazed at his memory of persons 
and events. There was an old maid in 
the town who used to buy trimmings 
and that sort of stuff from Leiter, and 
he asked about her. 

“* Yes, she’s still making dresses and 
still an old maid,’ said the governor, 
and I never saw Mr. Leiter laugh so 
heartily. 

“The Leiter family,”’ continued Mr. 
Glessner, “ was a rieighbor of ours for 
several years. Their residence was at 
s116 Calumet avenue. After Mr. Leiter 


since they were dry goods clerks in 
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retired from active business he built 
a beautiful home at Lake Geneva. 
There was a trout pond on the grounds* 
mene Leiter took pleasure in invit- 
friends out there to fish. It is 

said he introduced the cisco fish in 
Lake Geneva, bringing a stock of them 
from Lake Geneva in Switzerland. 

“Mr. Leiter also had a flock of 
Southdown sheep in which he took 
especial pride. He was a very enter- 
taining host.” 


Invested in Real Estate. 


To return to the firm of Field, 
Palmer & Leiter, Mr..Palmer retired 


in 1867, and from that time until Mr. 
Leiter’s retirement in 1881, the firm 
of Field & Leiter was one of the best 
known in the west. 

’ Before and after the fire of 1871, Mr. 
Leiter invested all his spare capital 
in Chicagé realty. At the time of his 
death in 1904 he was owner of some 
of the best holdings in the business 
district. They have advanced tremen- 
dously in value. Although he belonged 
to several clubs and took a leading 
part in their organization, Mr. Leiter 
could not be called a clubman. His 
own fireside was to him the coziest 
spot in the world. He cared nothing 
for the glarhour of society, and when 
he was compelled wear a dress suit 


he was ill at ease. That sort of stuff 


21, 


did not appeal to Levi Leiter, who 
was reared in an atmosphere of old 
fashioned customs arid manners. 

Mr. Leiter was a member of the 
Chicago Historical society, to which 
he was a liberal subscriber. The ex- 
pense of printing the first two volumes 
of the society's proceedings was de- 
frayed by him. He also served as pres- 
ident of the Art institute the second 
year of its organization. 


Clash with Editor Recalled. 


Mr, Leiter once had a run-in with 
Melville E. Stone, editor of the Eve- 
ning News. It was in 1877, at the time 
of the big railroad strike which re- 
sulted ih riots at Chicago, Pittsburgh, 
and other cities. The Evening News 
had been in the field only: a few 
months, and when the strike came 
along Editor Stone began throwing 
out editions every hour or so. The 
News presses were started running on 
a Sunday afternoon, something un- 
heard of in Chicago newspaperdom. 
Mr. Leiter hastened to the News office 
and begged Mr. Stone to suspend pub- 
lication until after ‘“‘quiet was re- 
stored.” 

Melville Stone did not have much 
money at that time, but he told Levi 
Leiter that all the wealth at his com- 
mand would not induce him to stop 
printing his newspaper.

GARAGES SHARE |= 
BUILDING BOOM 


BY HARPER LEECH. 
With 1926 now well along in vigor- 
ous youth, it seefhs pretty well as- 


wrong again and the building “ boom” 
again has proved to be no boom at all, 
but very much of a habit. Figures on 
building permits, floor space, barrels 


of cement, tons of brick, and sturctural 
steel are all very interesting, but after 
all What are the American people 
building? 
Movie houses? Yes. This column re- 
cently. recorded the fact that a seating 
capacity of 67,000 is now under way in 
Chicago. ‘But the estimates of arcnaitects, 
as compiled by their technical journals, 
in forecasting the years’ output of build- 
ings show that we are building nearly 
twice as many churches as theaters. We 
will complete, too, something under 300,- 
000 private garages this year, but the 
Architectural Forum, has estimated: that 
the number of private dwellings costing 
less than $10,000 wil Irun close to 200,000. 
Nearly 5,000 schools of various size are 
going up. 
-~o— 
Notwithstanding the abundance of in- 
dustrial structures, which are supposed 
to have remained over from the war 
period, something like 10,000 new plants, 
large and small, are being erected... 
The American building activity is the 
outstanding economic event of the post- 
war world. It was the pivot on which 
our industrial recovery swung. The lack 
of such private activity in Europe has 
been equally noticeable. Here we have 
had a minimum of iegisiation about 
building and housing; there every gov- 
ernment has interfered, meddied, and 
botched things up. They have the legis- 
lation ; we have the building. In view of 
the facts, clear as a bell, strong as words 
of Holy Writ, how account for the re- 
newed effort to inject politics into the 
housing question? 
Perhaps the answer may be found in 
the fact that the very facts are the in- 
céntive to disregard them. 
The success. of American caiptalism 
since the war was a mortal and personal 
affront to every socialistically minded 
pundit in the world, whether politician, 
ter, or welfarer.

From time to time we have urged the | 


importance of diversification of one’s 
holdings—diversification as to type, geo- 
sraphical location and maturity. 

In proportion to the extent to which | 


risk is distributed and the safety of his 
holdings as a whole is strengthened. 

As we have said before, this is one of 
the essential features of sound invest- 
ment. 


Putting All Eggs in One Basket. 

To put all one’s eggs into one basket is 
hazardous, no matter how strong the 
basket may appear at the time. It is not 


seen obstacles that may later arise—that 
may cause the loss of all its contents. 
Our mail indicates that a large number 
of investors either have lost sight of the 
importance of diversification, or are of 
the opinion that first mortgage real es 
tate bonds are, for some reason, an ex- 
ception to the rule. 

A surprisingly large number of them 
have invested all their funds—frequently 
their life savings—in real estate mortgage 
bonds and often they are entirely secured 
on Chicago property. 

They have been told that these are the 
safest form of investment—that it must 
be so because there is a constant demand 
for dwellings and offices—that the ground 
is always there.and its value is bound to 
increase—that all wealth comes from the 
earth and a lot of other things, until 
they actually believe that a first_mort- 
gage real estate bond is the safest thing 
in the world to buy. 

This is, of course; just as fallacious as 
to say that industrial bonds or public 
utility bonds or railroad bonds are safe. 
Ask a holder of a Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railway general and refund- 
ing mortgage bond if railroad bonds are 
safe. He will tell you a very different 
story from the holder of an Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad bond. 

To say that bonds of one type are safe 
is absurd. There are sound bonds in 


and foreclosures in each type. 
A bond is as safe only as the salable 


on which its payment depends. A bond 
secured on unproductive property cannot 
be sound, for there is no income with 
which to pay its charges. The income 
must be sufficient at all times to cover 
all charges. 


What Is Back of Real Estate Bond?

We are not alarmists and do not want 
to cause any unnecessary apprehension 
among bondholders. But we do want to 
correct the fallacy, where it exists, that 
all first mortgage real estate bonds are 
safe and to point out the necessity for 
diversification and the possible dangers 
attendant upon putting all one’s eggs into 
one basket where the same cause ad-, 
versely affecting one might affect all the 
others. 

Real estate bonds are no exception. 
There are sound ones and there are uR: 
sound. Each must be judged on its own 
merits and just as carefully judged with 
an eye on the future as in the case of a 
bond of any other type.

In 
some rare cases it is excited by certain 
diseases which produce nutritional 
changes in the skin. It usually in- 
creases as the individual gets older, 
often appearing about middle life in 
women. 

Few of our reputable skin special- 
ists give credence to the charge that 
cold creams promote the growth. And 
it does seem to me, with the millions 
of jars of facial stuffs sold annually, 
that if it did stimulate the hair growth 
almost every woman in the land would 
be flaunting a beard, or at Weast a 
marked hair growth. 7 

Avoiding a Mania. 

I do think, in the pursuit of facial 
perfection as we know it today, many 
women and girls develop a pérfect 
mania on the subject this hair 
growth. Sometimes only a perfectly 
legitimate and proper little down cov- 
ers the lips, harmonizing with the gen- 
eral features, but no amount of argu- 
ment -will convince them that it is 
quite unobjectionable. They insist 
upon having this downy growth re- 
moved. 

They pull out these tiny hairs, ard 
the down, stimulated by the force ex- 
erted upon the hair follicle, grows more 
vigorous and bigger at each attempt 
to eradicate it. Soon the ever-retur'n- 
ing down develops into a normal hair, 
to all intents and purposes, and now 
really becomes a disfigurement, and 
objectionable on that account. A real 
hair of the bristle variety was not in- 
tended to adorn a woman upper lip. 

There are, however, many cases 


where nothing is done to turn this 


down into normal hair, and yet normal 
hairs develop in great plenty. And the 
best that can be done is to treat them 
when they make their appearance and 
remove them as comfortably as pos- 
sible. A moustache is so repellant and 
renders its owner so miserably self- 
conscious, that you are not syrprised to 
hear of women grabbing at any sug- 
gested means of relief. The result may 
then, only too easily, be either to burn 
and damage the skin, or to start a far 
more conspicuous and hardy develop- 


ment. So, first of all, caution in cura- 
tive measures is called for. 

We do know there is only one means 
by which the hairs may be perma- 
nently removed.. That is by electro- 
lysis. Dermatologists approve of it. 
But the great trouble for the layman 
is to-know which electrolician to go 
to, and which is best qualified to get 
down to the root of the hair and not 
just break it off. However, if one 
were suffering any disease and hoped 
to be permanently cured he would cer- 
tainly be sure the physician consulted 
was « specialist in his particular dis- 
ease. He would make inquiries about 
the doctor’s reputation before he 
would intrust his appendix, @& any 
other part of him, to his care, wouldn’t 
he? He certainly would not follow a 
signboard and trust to God he would 
come out all right. 


Consult Only an Expert. 


Not all operators are skilled with 
the needle, nor as familiar as they 
should be with the structure of the 
hair and the attending difficulties pe- 
culiar to its removal. Inquiry through 
the best medical channels about op- 
erators ought to be made before sub- 
mitting your pet face, and your only 
face, to the operation. Not long 
since I saw a “job” that was cer- 
tainly not the work of a skilled op- 
erator. The skin was pockmarked. 
And sometimes a brown lax skin is 
left after the attempt at removing 
hairs. 

This operation, when conducted by a 
skillful operator, naturally is slow and 
not inexpensive. But here is one 
place where economy were better cast 
to the winds. When the hairs are not 
too numerous the method gives satis- 
factory results If they are abund- 
ant, the treatment is tedious. Not in- 
frequently a patient will be told her 
work has to be done over again when 
she thought she was about through. 

Unless one is hypersensitive, the 
process is not painful. Only a slight 
burning sensation is felt. If the 
needle touches the papilla at the bot- 
tom of the follicle, the current will de- 
stroy it and thus. prevent the forma- 
tion of another hair. The destruction 
of the papilla, however, will not pre- 
vent the new issue of hair from the 
follicle in every case, forthe follow- 
ing reasons: The papilla may be de 
stroyed or rendered inactive, but a 
second and sometimes a third hair 
may have béen lying in wait,

EMBROIDERING INITIALS. 


HE alphabet that is begun today 

is quite unusual and most effec- 

tive looking. It will add much 

to the appearance of towels, ta- 
ble linen, or lingerie, and if one is ac- 
customed to using the satin stitch the 
work will be delightful. Of course, em- 
broidery, unevenly done, is not beautt- 
ful, and where one does not do much 
work of this kind time will be well 
spent practicing on an old piece of 
cloth. Take great pains with every 
bit of it and it will only be a question 
of a short time when the work will be 
evenly done and the real embroidering 
can be started. 


The letters are in a way rather 
heavy, and all except the fine lines 
are done in the raised satin stitch. 
Much of the beauty of embroidery nat- 


urally depends on the perfection of the 
work, and a letter of this kind will 
take time to do evenly, but will be 
beautiful when finished. 

Each letter used must be clearly 
transferred to the material, and trac- 
ing paper can be bought for the pur- 
pose. Then use a single strand of darn- 
ing cotton for the outlining. Take 
small, even stitches exavcily on the 
edges, making them shorter on the 
wrong than on the right side. After 
the outlining is finished take... double 
length of darning cctton in .ue needle 
for the padding or filling in. A darning 
stitch may be used, making it a little 
long on the right side and as short as 
possible on the wrong. This work is 
always done on the length of a letter, 
and the padding is always heavier in 
the center of the space. making it 
lighter as the outline is reacned. This 
part of the work should be done with 
the material in «mbroidery rings.

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~~* SWEET BUNS AND RUSKS. 

OW sweet to make a sweet dough 

is the question, especially when 
. we are going to use it for buns— 
3 hot cross and others. This same 
‘Gough we may use in a variety of 
ways, and it is one that the amateur 
‘will probably have better success with 
than with a plain bread dough. 

Now, what is a bun as compared 
with a roll? A bun proper should have 
its crust entire—that is, it should be 
made up into little round cushion 
shapes and these baked in such a way 
‘That one does 


of no end of recipes of the period when 
it was in as high favor as the Danish 
things are today, which are made in 
many cases with a dough no different 
from that for the old time rusks and 
buns—the rusk has a crust only on the 
‘top and bottom.

‘The dough for sweet rusks may be 
* wuped, as we have stated, for other 
~ferms, yet in making buns one egg for 
a .pound of bread quantity of dough is 
perhaps more commonly used. Here is 
the rusk recipe for this quantity: One 
Cap of milk, one yeast cake, about 
«three cups of flour, one-fourth pound of 
bitter, which is one-half cup, three 
fourths of a cup of sugar two eggs, 
ohne teaspoon of salt. Make a sponge 
‘out of two cups of the flour, the milk 
scalded and cooled to tepid, and the su- 
gar and the butter. Let rise about two 
hours, then add the beaten eggs and 
“the other cup of flour. Then knead, 
using as small an amount of flour as is 
consistent. 

If much flour is kneaded in the rusks 
will be too stiff. When the dough is 
‘wéll kneaded roll it out in an t!nch thick 
‘sheet, cut out small biscuits, and set 
them close together in a small baking 
‘pan. Quite smal) square p%ns are best. 
Set them to rise and leave until] they 
Bre about two inches high or a little 
-more. Dissolve a little sugar in milk 
pr water, rub over the top of the risen 
shapes, then sprinkle on st@ar and 
bake the rusks for half an hour in a 
850 oven. If the tops begin to get 
brown. at the end of fifteen or twenty 
minutes lower the heat of the oven 
somewhat. It half spoils them to have 
fhe top other than a dainty brown.

The following recipe is twice 
as large as that for the rusk, so that 
really the buns will have only one 
sixth fhe sugar and one-eighth as 
much butter as when made with it: 
Two cups of milk, one ounce of butter 
—two .tablespoons—four tablespoons 
of sugar, one or two teaspoons of sait, 
one yeast cake dissolved in two ta- 
blespoons of tepid water, one egg. 
about six cups of flour. Scald the 
milk, pour it over the butter and salt 
and most of the sugar, and cool to 
lukewarm, with or without beating. 
With such a small amount of butter 
the beating is not essential. Use the 
rest of the sugar in dissolving yeast 
which may be added to the dough or to 
the milk before the flour is added. It 
is a little safer to add it to the dough. 
Beat the egg. and beat it into the 
lukewarm milk before adding the flour. 
Add the flour gradually because it is 
sometimes possible to use less than 
the amount mentioned, so getting a 
lighter bun. Four cups of flour in 
this recipe will sometimes give a 
dough that can be kneaded, while only 
part of the other two cups need be 
kneaded in. Only so much is needed 
as will give an elastic dough which 
will not stick. When it is kneaded to 
perfection put it aside to double in 
size, then rol! out into a half inch or 
three-fourth inch sheet, from which 
cut out the buns. Let them rise about 
ten minutes, glaze, and bake. In order 
to roll the dough, flatten and spread it 
well with the hands. 


Glazing and Icing Buns. 


The sweeter a bun dough is the 
less it needs glazing, and many peo- 
ple prefer to bake it plain and then 
to ice the top partially with confec- 
tioner’s sugar dissolved in a little hot 
water, milk. or cream. When water 
is used, especially, it is best to add a 
few drops of tiavoring. Nuts may be 
sprinkled over the fresh icing, and 
when these are chopped almonds the 
bun is called an almond bun. The icing 
is sometimes put on in the shape of 
a cross to make cross buns. Some- 
times hot buns are brushed over with 
cream or butter, but this is not par- 
ticularly recommended, because it af- 
fects the flavor of the bun. When the 
dough is rather plain a glazing made 
of an egg slightly beaten, with or 
without a tablespoon of water and 
with a little sugar, is brushed over the 
bun before it is put to bake. 


Baking a Bun. 


The piece of dotgh shaped into a 
bun is small, and of airy texture. so 
that the heat readily penetrates it. 
Therefore it may be baked at a high 
temperature for a short time to give 
it a crisp and thin crust, or it may 
be baked at a lower temperature for 
a different effect. As high a tempera- 
ture as 500 degrees for fifteen minutes 
can be used and the protection of a 
glaze will keep the buns from brown: 
ing too deeply. Or to prevent the 
outside from browning and hardening 
too soon they may be sprinkled over 
with ate cold water just the minute 
before’they are put into the hot oven. 


Manipulating a Plain Dovgh 


A plain bread dough may have,sugar 
added to a part of it, while some bufter 
is spread over it and some fruit worked 
into it to make a pleasant fruit loaf. or 
buns.

A Sweet Dough for Sixteeo Buns. 


The following small recipe may be 
usec for a bun considerably thicker 
than the “plain bun,” but not so rich 
as one made of the dough for the fine 
rusk: One cup of milk, one-half cup of 
tepid water, one-half a yeast cake or 
a whole one,for speed, one-half a cup 
of sugar, on®-half of a well beaten egg 
(save the rest for glazing), four cups 
of flour. Follow the usua! eth 
and if you have some powdered orange 
pee] and want to add it, and currants, 
your buns will be that much more in- 
teresting. Dried candied orange peel, 
powdered, is excellent for seasoning 
sweet doughs. 

Yeast Biscuits and Cookies. 


One of the pleasantest variations of 
a yeast dough ever made hereabouts 
hadas a base a dough made of six 
cups of flour, two cups of liquid, four 
tablespoons of butter, one condensed 
yeast cake, two tablespoons of sugar 
(but more can be used), and two tea- 
spoons of salt. 

Now suppose we have it ready to 
bake in loaves. Take off a small 


up to a smooth ball with the least pos 
sible kneading, then roll it out in a 
rather thick square. Butter this 
square rather thickly, fold it over so 
ae to get a small square again, roll 
out a little, and fold again in order 
that the butter may be wel] ama!ga- 
mated with the dough, so that it can- 
not come to the surface even though 
the dough should be rolled quite thin. 
At this stage put it to chill for half 
an hour, as you would a puff paste 
Gough. At the .d of the half hour. 
or when ready to bake this, rol) it out 
as thin as it will roll, cut out rounds 
of it, rub them over with cold water 
and bake them for twelve minutes in 
Serve hot. Roll the rest 
even thinner if-you can and roll some 
sugar into it, which the butter wil) 
dampen, cut out, and bake as cookies. 


Raised Wafiles. 


The following recipe, recently print. 
ed, met with favor: Make a batter of 
two and a half cups of flour, one cup 
of milk scalded and cooled to tepid 
two tablespoons of melted butter, one 
beaten egg, a teaspoon of salt, and one 
yeast cake. Treat this like a bread 
sponge, mixing and putting to rise. 
When it has doubled bake it for about 
tour minutes, to a waffle. This makes 
an excellent batter for an electric 
waffle iron and no extra butter need 
be added.

SPRING FASHIONS CAUSE CLASH 


IN PARIS PAPERS. 
[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
ARIS.—[Special Correspondence. ] 
—They’re at ft again—the French 
press, M. Maurice de Waleffe, 
writing in Le Journal, has start- 
ei anew the cry of “ Wolf! Wolf!” at 
the American invasion of the French 
fine arts—this time the fine art of the 
costume. A movement is being start- 
ed to include in the French academy a 
sixth class, which will be a class of the 
French coutouriers, to protect the cre- 
ative genius of France from the bar- 
barians from over the seas—meaning, 
and stating particularly, Americans. 
M. Waleffe is especially fearful that 
the American woman will intrude her 
own taste and her own ideas in such 
force upon the French fashion makers 
that they will become isolated and 
powerless before her onslaught. He 
sees in every sports costume the ma- 
rauder, and in every band and cuff 
the influence of the stranger. 
| Particularly he resents the fact that 
names of dresses are given in Eng- 
lish, and that the American is permit- 
ted to understand what it is all about. 
What is left out of the gentleman's 
conception is the obvious truth that 
it is American appreciation of the 
French art of the costume which has 
widened it from a provincial affair to 
an influence that spreads over the 
whole earth. I was myself present at 
the “repetition generale” of Lucien 
Lelong, which provoked this wurade. 
Four hundred guests included probably 
fifty American press representatives 
‘and Mrs. Vanderbilt and a few women 


from American shores noted for their 
Buperative taste. The collection wasin 
every detail Parisian. Some inspira- 
tion, particularly in the sports models, 
came from the United States, but it 
had certainly been given a sauce pi- 
_@uante of Parisian interpretation.

certainly no less poor because of that. 
It was Lelong, of all the Paris dress- 
makers, who first realized that since 
the world is on the move, why not 
make clothes that step lively, too? 
Dodging the traffic on Michigan ave- 
nue and on Fifth may have helped this 
idea some, but in the broader sense, 
what difference does it make? If Le 
long’s kinetic-in-motion styles revolu- 
tionize the spring mode, the credit goes 
to him for having been alert enough 
to understand the swiftness of modern 
life. 

I have selected for today four of the 
models from Lelong’s spring collec- 
tion, sports dresses and costumes, 
which are the first shown from his 
spring styles. These will give you an 
idea of the extent of the American in- 
spiration. They are in themselve: a 
refutation of the idea that this is a 
menace to artistic and elegant modes 
for which Paris is famous. 

Our first offering is a sports ensem- 
ble, created of yellow kasha—corn 
yellow, please remember. The coat is 
one of those straight line models that 
hang loose from the shoulders. It looks 
simple, like pulling rabbits out of silk 
hats, but it has all of the tricks of 
the couturier in its clever cutting, the 
gores notched at the waist line giving 
a decorative waist line that does not 
halt the full length movement. This 
coat is lined with brown, beige, and 
yellow plaid kasha, which also forms 
the revers. The sleeves, an easy, com- 
fortable cut, are given movement by 
the mousquetaire cuffs that finish 
them. The dress makes use of two 
materials—a fashionable trick to give 
interest and variety. The waist, which 
is bloused in the new manner, is of 
yellow jersey, and the skirt, which is 
plaited with big plaits, is made of 
plaid kasha, matching the lining and 
revers of the coat. Everything is 
straight Jine, but it is straight line 
in the same\ sense that a flower stem 
is—with variations which allow for the 
undulation of movement. 

Our second offering is a Lelong 
sports dress and is made of candy 
striped tussor—a design and a hilk 
that are important factors in spring 
styles. Several tones of green on a 
beige ground make this material, and 
Lelong has used it in a decidedly deco- 
rative manner, employing the stripes 
horizontally and balancing them with 
long and deep plaits at «the sides of 
the blouse and of the skirt. We used 
to think the bloused waist was only 
for the thin girl, but we have learned, 
bv practical and optical demonstration,

many defects. Lelong cleverly inserts 
a fitted girdls and a half yoke to break 
the line of this model. The sleeves are 
easy, loose, and graceful, with band 
and buttom trimming. A plain collar 
of green gives a neat finish to the 
jumper closing. Of especial merit is 
the cutting of the girdls, which com- 
bines vertical lines of green piping 
with the horizontal stripes. The skirt 
is kept flat at front and back, and this 
flatness with the blouse of the waist 
gives a full length line that is becom- 


ing above all to the Anglo-Saxon fig-. 


ure, 

Our third modél should be carefully 
noted for two paramount reasons, The 
first is the fabric—an old favorite 
which is rejuvenated this spring after 
a decade of oblivion—taffeta. The sec- 
ond is the fact that this is a one-piece 
model. We have had so many two- 
piece dresses that every one welcomes 
the one-piece, with no jeopardizing of 
the joining, which may, or may not 
be a perfect union. Lelong uses a 
true parma violet taffeta for this 
frock—a tint that is extremely popu- 
lar in Paris today. He combines this 
tone with bands of rose taffeta, and 
with thin line, gold embroidery—a 
harmony, which even the pessimistic 
gentleman of Le Journal would admit 
is French. The: scarf collar and tie, 
all in one, are of rose taffeta, as are 
the bands on the skirt and the mous- 
quetaire cuffs. The gilet is embroid- 
ered in outline gold thread. In the 
straight lines of the bodice, and the 
inlaid plaits, Lelong has gotten the 
movement which is so much heralded, 
and which in this case is made sec- 
ondary to a beautiful stream line In- 
verted tucks give grace to the shoulder 
lines, and a double row of iafieia 
covered buttons trim the center front 
closing.

On Liberty 


By H. L. Mencken. 


T is the theory of all modern civilized governments that 
they protect and foster the liberty of the citizen; it is the 
practice of all of them to limit its exercise, and sometimes 
very narrowly. This practice is denounced, by the more 

extreme sort of libertarians, as grossly hypocritical, and not 
infrequently they try to prove that it is also plainly Mlegal 
What they overlook is the basic fact that liberty itself, like 
happiness, virtue, and salvation, is very nebulous, and that 


| no one has ever managed to draw up a satisfactory definition 


of it. Governments are thus forced to deal with it in a 
sketchy and pragmatic manner. They keep it on tap, but they 
try their best to prevent crowding at the bunghole, 

. ‘The reason is not far to seek. Liberty, if it means any- 
thing at all, means that body of rights which the citizen re 
serves to himself, even as against the government, It in- 
cindes the right to do certain things without any regard to 
their effect upon the government, and the right to withhold 
| Thus a conflict is set up 


_ between the rights of the citizen and the power and security 
_of the govermment. In so far as the citizen prevails the gov- 
ernment is weak, and in so far as the government prevails 


a 


<A tn testa toon 
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the citizen is not a citizen at all, but a subject. 

Obvicusly, no government, of its own motion, will increase 
its own weakness, for that would mean to acquiesce in its 
own destruction. The instinct of all living organisms is 
against such acquiescence, and a government, being made up 
of men, is as much a living organism as an: indtvidual man 
is. So governments, whatever their pretension otherwise, 
try to preserve themselves by holding the individual down. 
He is at once the source of all their strength and the author 
of their most dangerous weakness. Government itself, in- 
deed, may be very reasonably defined as a conspiracy against 
him. Its one permanent aim, whatever its form, is to hobble 
him sufficiently to maintain itse*t 

* 

At the moment, in the United States, this perennial con- 
flict takes the form of a difference and dispute about overt 
acts. The national government is trying to enforce a law 
which, in the opinion of millions of otherwise docile citizens, 
invades their inalienable rights, and they accordingly refuse 
to obey it. There ensues a bitter trial of strength and endu- 
rance. If the protesting citizens prevail, then the govern- 
ment will be materially weakened, and it will have to step 
softly in future. If, on the contrary, the citizens in rebellion 
are overcome, then they will cease to be free citizens to that 
extent, and become subjects. 

Such conflicts over actual acts are relatively rare in ctiv- 
flized states. They smell of revolution, and are thus avoided 


as much as possible by all parties. But conflicts over ideas, 
as opposed to acts, are going on all the time, and it is in this 
field that the exact nature of liberty is most difficult to 
define. The American constitution seeks to dispose of the 
question with sweeping generalizations. It provides simply 
that the rights to free speech, to free assemblage, to petition, 
and to religious freedom shall never be invaded, and it as- 
sumes that every one knows precisely what these things are. 

But who. does? Certainly not the learned philosophers who 
have written upon liberty. For their books are full of un- 


._ solved problems and baffling dilemmas, and some of these 


problems and dilemmas have taken on what may be called a 

classical dignity. Does the right to religious freedom include 

the right to practice a reiigion which involves gross offenses 

against the common morals of the land? Or against its secu- 

rity in time of war? And does the right to free speech in- 

clude the right to go into a crowded theater and yell “ Fire! "’? 
x ** 

Such questions, of late, have arisen frequently, and the 
American courts, and especially the federal courts, have had 
to deal with them. How far may a citizen go in advocating 
changes in the government? Or resistance to the govern- 
ment? Suppose he argues that the present government 
ought to be thrown out and a soviet of communists substi- 
tuted: is‘that within his rights or outside them? Suppose he 
argues, as a necessary implication, that if the sitting officials 
resist, they ought to be heaved into the Potomac: where does 
that doctririe land him? And what, incidentally, is advocacy? 
If it is unlawful to urge that an idea be carfied out, is it also 
unlawful to state it academically and point out its possible 
merits? 

Very few American judges have any interest in such funda- 
mental questions of law, or any capacity for dealing with 
them intelligently. Thus the courts almost always dodge 
them, sometimes gracefully and sometimes not. Each case 
that comes up is decided on superficial points, and there is 
seldom any courageous grappling with the underlying prin- 


ciples.- So the whole matter, legally speaking, remains

common ideas, or how dangerous its remote effects.. In other 
it ought to be lawful to advocate any idea, however 
outrageous, so long as it remains an idea, but the state should 
retain a right to prohibit any idea, however mild, that pro- 
vokes instantly a criminal] act. 

Other legal philosophers, following Prof. Chafee, have de- 
veloped this doctrine, and it is widely accepted as, at worst, 
an excellent guess. Even some of the judges, more enter- 
prising than the rest, have apparently heard of it. Its de 
fects are obvious. One of them is that it leaves open the 
question of what is a criminal act. In California, where the 
police make the laws, they might very readily make one call- 
ing it a felony to applaud an anti-capitalist speaker. Thus 
the speaker himself would be liable to arrest for causing the 
applause. But a more serious objection lies in the fact that 
estimating ideas by their effects is a begging of the whole 
question-—-that the true test of them ought to be, not their 
effects, but their truth. 

In this emergency I rise to make a modest suggestion, and 
so pass on. It is that the real danger in free speech lies in 
the fact that, not infrequently, it is not actually free—that 
is, that the attempt to exercise it is, in reality, an attempt to 
prevent its exercise by the other fellow. Go back to the 
example of the fool yelling “Fire!” in a crowded theater. 
What is the objection to him? The objection is that he may 
lie—that the audience may rush for the exits, to the hazard 
of its life and limb, without any real cause. In other words, 
the objection is that there is no opportunity for persons who 
know that there is no fire to state the fact calmly, and 
prove it. 

The implications should be plain enough. The real danger 
in subversive doctrines is that they are nearly always pre 
sented ez parte, and to audiences too ignorant to imagine 
refutations of them. Let it remain a principle of the law, as 
Prof. Chafee suggests, that when they are so presented they 
be judged by their immediate effects. But let it be another 
principle that when they are presented in such a way that 
they may be challenged and refuted (if possible) on the spot, 
before the same audience—let it be held that, under such cir- 
cumstances, there shall be no limitation upon them whatso- 
ever, save only the limitation of common decency. That 
would be free speech, and it would be fair. Moreover, it 
would not be anything new. But our cops and judges are still

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IRISH PLAY OPENS 
MAYFAIR THEATER

EW YORK.—[Special Correspondence.)—Years ago | 
there used to be a tall brownstone house in 44th street, |

Rector’s went out years ago, 
and the Claridge came in. Then 
the Claridge passed with prohibi- ‘ 
tion—at least the older and bigger 
Claridge passed. The hotel still 
stands and is operated now as the 
Broadway-Claridge. The brown- 
stone front passed, too. At least 
as a brownstone front. Vice squads 
and anti-gambling wars were 
partly responsible, Now they have 
torn out the insides of the place, 
made it into a three story theater, 
and named it the Mayfair. It is 
still tunnellike, being long and nar- 
row, with a deep, thin stage at the 
end. And no more than 299 people 
can find seats in it. But it is taste- 
fully pink and gold in its decorations, and comfortable. 

The first production to be made at the Mayfair is an 
Irish domestic tragedy called “Juno and the Paycock,” Juno 
being a long suffering wife, and the “ Paycock” her good- 
for-nothing loafer of a husband, It is one of those pathetic 
Irish tragedies that has the virtue of being lightened by 
enough character comedy to save it as entertainment, though 
probably not for a large public.

This Story Concerns a Captain. 

It was in Dublin in 1922, when the irregulars and the 
Free State forces were doing a lot of fighting in the streets, 
that the Boyles of the play were sore beset. Capt. Jack 
Boyle, so called because of a neighborhood rumor that once 
he had a job on a ship of some sort, headed the family, but 
did not run it. {It took all the captain’s time to avoid getting 
another job. He went in rather freely for informal drinking 
and slept away as many of the uninteresting hours as Juno 
permitted. 

Then there came a man to tell him that, as a first cousin 
of a rich man dead, he-(the captain himself) had inherited 
2,000 pounds. 

Immediately there was a great change in the Boyle fam- 
fly. The captain took to wearing suspenders and a tie, and 
bought himself a new suit. There were a few dresses for the 
women, Juno and Mary, the daughter, and new furniture for 
the apartment—all bought on credit and charged against the 
legacy that was to come later. 

When the crash came it left the Boyles stripped. There 
was no legacy, and all the furniture and new clothes had to 
go back. The young man who brought word of the money, 
and was expected to marry Mary, ran away, leaving her 
greatly in need of a husband to make her honest. And the 
Boyle son, accused of giving information to the authorities 
against the irregulars, is taken out and shot. 

At the end of the play the Boyle women have gone in 
search of a chance to rebuild their lives, but Capt. Jack lies 
peacefully drunken in the center of his stripped living room 
floor. 

A sad tale of troublous days in Ireland and unhappy 
people. I don’t expeet it will prove popular. Sean O’Casey 
is the author and he is much‘in the public prints on the other 
side, just now.

Farce Uses All the Old Tricks. 


The most laughable of the situations in a new farce 
called ‘‘ Find Daddy ’’ is one in which the heroine’s six weeks 
old baby is left lying on the davenport with a note pinned to 
its frock addressed to one of the married men in ‘a house 
party: ‘‘ Dear Larry,” it reads, “ be good to your little son.” 
No sooner has Larry caught a flash of the note than he is 
ready to fly the country to save a scandal. With Larry gone, 
the address on the note is changed to “ Dear Russ,” and a 
moment later a youthful husband named Russell is also in 
flight. 

It is, as you see, a variant of the telegraph operator’s 
favorite story; that of the lady who wired to an acquaintance 
living in a small town: “Dear Snookums; My husband 
knows all,” and brought about a panic among the male 
residents. 

Otherwise, ‘Find Daddy” is a fairly stupid farce. One 
of those unbelievably artificial entertainments in which each 
character must guardedly refrain from saying one reasonable 
thing during the playing time, on penalty cf exposing the plot. 

The heroine, a young wife away from home for several 
months, plans to surprise her husband on his birthday by 
presenting him with the son he does not know has been born 
to him. She arrives a day ahead of time, forces her pretty 
friend, Jane, to pose as a maid and the mother of the baby for 
a day, and shus the excitement is started. Every man in the 
house suspects he may be the father of the child, and none of 
them is willing to believe it is Jane’s. 

Enid Markey plays the maid, Dorothy Peterson is the 
infant’s mother, and the men include Horace Braham, Louis 
Kimball, and Charles Irwin. Tadema Bessiere wrote it.

Now They're Reviving ' ‘East Lynn.” 

The Provincetowners, having lost all the money they felt 
they could afford to lose this season, turned to a revival of 
“East Lynn” last week in the hope of reéstablishing their 
treasury. Not much chance. The old stock company standby 
lends itself happily to burlesque, but it still is so sound a play 
at heart that half the audience is resenting its mistreatment, 
while the other half is trying, a little shamefacedly, to laugh 
at it. 

The line that separates the believable stage story from 
that which is no more than ridiculous in the theater ig a thin 
line and shadowy. Take any of the current successes and 
play them no more broadly than the village actors play the 
romance of Lady Isabel and Archibald Carlisle, and they 
would be just as funny. 

“East Lynn” is one of the modern theater’s foundation. 
The Provincetowners have tried to do what they did with 
“Fashion.” They have reproduced the crudest type of 
scenic settings that could have been common in the 60's, with 
most of the furniture painted on the drops and the old roll 
curtain rising and falling cumbersomely. Between sceries a 
willing soprano in a green frilled Godey costume sings with 
gestures, “Take Back Your Gold, for Gold Can Never Buy 
Me,” and “ Father, Don’t Go Out Tonight.” And still the 
ancient drama is something less than howlingly funny. 

When they come to the death of little Wille, with his 
own mother disguised as his nurse because she could never 
again show herself in that house, it is necessary for the 
players to put additional emphasis on the burlesque. WrFllie 
is played by a fat legged young woman in a Lord Fauntleroy 
suit and a face plastered with powder. And when Willie ex- 
pires there is a flight of angel postcards across the sky at 
back. ; . 

Mary Blair, who was the heroine of the black-and-white 
“ All God's Chillun’,” and later the terrible lady of “ Desire 
Under the Elms,” -is the Isabel. Stanley Howlett plays Sir 
Francis Levison, the villain, and Charles Fleming is the 
Archigald. ,

A Point-of-View as to Censorship. 

Sir: The reference in your column last Sunday 
to the action of the British play-censor leads me to &@ 
different conclusion than the one you draw. If I may 
say so, I feel yourethics are twisted a bit; for you 
dismiss “ Cradle-Snatchers” as “loud fun in bad- 
taste,” and condemn “The Vortex” as “ deliberate 
dirt.” Yet, when we analyze the two plays, we find 
that the latter treats degeneracy and lax morals with 
a becoming seriousness, while the former handles the 
same subject-matter with a levity that lets us swallow 
that same degeneracy and lax morals under a sugar- 
coating of humor without/ even a twitch. 

The fact is, Mr. Donaghey, we don’t like to know 
how rotten rottenness is. Our idea of morality today 
is that whatever is pleasant is good, and whatever 
is unpleasant is bad. To put it briefly, we are morally 
“6 yellow. ” 

I hold no brief for ‘The Vortex” as a play; but 
I do consider it a fine sermon, chiefly of 
those last few moments when mother and son 1d 
out the hope of regeneration to the Magdalenes and 
the Prodigal Sons of the earth. 

The sound ethics and clear reasoning of the 
British play-censor in this instance make one of the 
first justifications for censorship I've heard of in a 


long time.

Of 1,458 radio stations 
of all sizes licensed to broadcast since 
broadcasting began, only 536 were ac- 
tive on Jan. 1 this year. 

The department has made codépera- 
tive arrangements with more than 100 
stations for broadcasting official mar- 
ket news gathered by department rep- 
resentatives in leading shipping and 
‘consuming areas. Since the first of the 
year the department has made ar- 
rangements with about 60 stations to 
broadcast on a regular schedule four 
additional services dealing with gen- 
eral agricultural information. 

Literally hundreds of stations have 
requested the privilege of handling the 
government reports, but many of the 
requests have had to be refused, the 
department says, because the stations 
are remote from the department’s mar- 
ket news branch offices. 

“When the experimenta!] radio mar. 
ket news service was announced on 
Dec. 21, 1920," the report states, “‘ those 
in the department of agriculture who 
were directing the new activity hardly 
anticipated the wonderful possibilities 
of radio broadcasting as we now know 
it. A laboratory transmitter at the 
United States bureau of standards, on 
a 400 meter wave length, a few en- 
thusiastic amateurs within a hundred 
miles of Washington, and a 6 p. m. 
schedule of about 500 words by radio 
telegraph, composing what was called 
the ‘radio marketgram,’ constituted 
the elements of the experiment. The 
idea was that the amateurs would copy 
the marketgram and turn it over to 
the newspapers fn their own towns or 
give copies to the banks or stores to be 
posted on bulletin boards. In every 
way it was a kind of laboratory experi- 
ment, 

Amateurs Are Enlisted. 

“Assuming an effective radius of 
audibility of 300 miles about each sta- 
tion, licensed amateurs in the areas 
covered were enlisted to copy the re- 
ports and to furnish them to shippers’ 


associations, county agents, state bu- |, 


reaus of markets, farm bureaus and 
other agricultural agencies, banks, 
newspapers, and local telephone ex- 
changes. A number of licensed operat- 
ors offered to copy the reports. By 
Jan. 1, 1922, the market reports were 
being relayed and broadcast by radio 
telegraph from seven postoffice stations 
- In a chain across the country. 

“During 1921 reports were furnished 
to three of the then very few radio 
telephone broadcasting stations. Since 
then the service has grown by leaps 
and bounds, until now there is prac- 
tically no agricultural community in 
the country that is without official mar- 
ket reports on agricultural commodi- 
ties.”

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New Data Produced by:

Effect of water on static and fading 
as investigated during the recent tests 
of such phenomena by the physics de- 
partment of Northwestern university 
has presented an entirely new and un- 
expected probiem. 

Previous investigation of static, 
fading, and other atmospheric disturb- 
ances tended to show that static was 
strong in the southwest and that re- 
ception was good in a direction paral- 
leling the Mississippi river. Eastern 
tests tended to show that it was sim-| 
pler to receive London at Boston than

Water generally has been looked upon | 
as the close friend of good reception, ! 


although few radio experts have at- 
tempted to analyze whether this was 
due to some inherent effect of the 
water itself or only to its flat surface. 


Want More Verification. 


The recent static tests produced a 
quantity of revolutionary information 
so revoluntionary, in fact, that Prof. 
Lester I. Bockstahler of the North- 
western university physics . depart- 
ment, now engaged tn tabulating the 
results, refused to accept it without 
further verification. 

It was found, for instance, that re 
ception in Michigan was good on all 
three nights of the tests—a much bet- 
ter record than that shown in any of 
the other reports. Michigan is almost 
completely surrounded by water, and 


apparently gave evidence that the old — 


theory was true. In the east, however, 
the old water holes showed a great 
reversal of form. New York, for in- 
stance, was virtually unable to hear 
anything on the first night. On that 
night there was a snow storm along 
the Atlantic seacoast and in the great 
lakes region. 
Snow Sterm Interferes. 

During this period there were sim- 
ilar complaints from states south of 
Washington, D. C. Western stations 


seemed to have been completely si- 
lenced, and the northern stations were 
badly marred by static. 

The effect of the snow storm was not 
computable from data furnished by the 
observer-listeners throughout the Unit- 
ed States. But it was found that while 
reception was not so good in Chicago, 
such stations as could be heard at all 
were fairly clear.
